c Provide felt people shapes and clothing outline shapes so children can "dress" Choctaw people on flannelboard 

Include Choctaw hats, shuts, pants, shoes, Choctaw dresses, aprons, moccasins* drums, stickball sticks and other * 
cultuial items. Give children an assortment of colors from which to choose. 

d One to one correspondence exeiasc: Provide felt 'cutouts of one Choctaw princess and one beaded crown, five rabbits 
and five rabbit sticks, four people and four bowls of honjmy, etc
